Years of close observation and not a 
Uttle personal experience have proved 
to my satisfaction that there is no use 
saying or claiming that there is any 
one breed which is best for everybody, 
writes I. BH. Rockwood in National 
Stockman. There are certain charac: 
teristics inherent in each, certain dif- 
ferences between them, which would 
‘ appeal to different. men in an entirely 
different way. One admires the big 
bodied, generous ylelding Holsteins, 


| Ile wants ao lot of milk and is not so 
} particular about the rate of butter fat. 


There are certainly many points of 
excellence about Holsteins. They have 
few udder troubles, are hardy ard rug- 
ged, hearty eaters and splendid pro- 
ducers. - By selecting only those show- 
ing the better percentage of fat a 
Profitable herd can be had. 

For those who do not demand an ex- 
ceptionally large flow of milk, looking 
rather to richness of the product and 
its low cost, the Jersey cow certainly 
commends our hearty approval As ab 
economical producer of rich milk she 
cannot be excelled. That the Jersey is 
any more susceptible to disease or is 
less rugged than any other cow there 
is no proof. 

Many individuals might be improved 
by giving them larger teats. These 
poluots are matters. lying almost wholly 
With the selection of animals, “Any 
breeder can improve the udders on his 
herd in a single generation by discard- 
ing all but the type which he wishes 
to preserve. Jersey heifers at first 
calving in our own herd have shown 
widely differing conformation in this 
respect, varying from udders the size 
of 2 two quart pail to those measuring 
forty-five inches in” circumference, 
with good sized teats from the first. 

The Guernsey cow we have bad an 
oppartinity of studying at close range 
also. We have had them standing side 
by side with Jerseys {In the stable, Ag 
producers they 1 verage about the same 
in quantity and ulso in quatity. They 
are vigorous and hardy with ordinary 
care and are somewhat less excitable 
than the Jerseys. Let a stranger en- 
ter the stable and every Jersey is on 
her feet. wide eyed with interest, while 
the Guernsey continues chewing her 
cud undisturbed. In udder conforma- 
tion the Guernsey shows a persistent 
tendency to unevenness. Many ure 
too light in_the front quarters. 


WORMS IN HOGS. 4 


Geexsrtlva and Remedial ‘Treatment 
Bis tteonal Parasites. 

Wepms gre found in pastures and 
around buildings in greater or less 
quantities in the embryonic stage, and 
these are likely to be en‘on by the pigs 
and particularly so when the pigs are 
fed upon the ground. This is one rea- 
son why pigs should be fed upon @& 
cement feeding floor that can be flush- 
ed off and kept clean or else upon nice 
green sod, says D, A. Gaumnitz of 
Minnesota Agrici:.ttral college. 

Slow gains, lack of thrift, tendency, 
toward ‘coughing, _ tendency. to be 
drawn up in the body, lack of appetite, 
harsh appearance of the ‘hair are all 
good indications of worms. 

As a preliminary to nearly all treat- 
ments, pigs are usually kept off feed 
from the night before until about 10. 
o'clock the following day, when they. 
are quite hungry. Then the feed, in 
which is blended the remedy adopted 
to. remove the worms, is fed. A thin 
slop of shorts and water or milk is the 
most desirable medium in which to 
give the-medicine. No definite experi- 
ments have been carried out to test 
the relative efficiency of the different 
remedies, but the following are some 
commonly used: 

Turpentine treatment.—For every, 
thirty pounds of pig give one teaspoon- 
ful of turpentine in the slop. Repeat 
this for three or four successive days. 
Follow this with a dose of epsom salts, 
about one teaspoonful for every fifty 
pounds of pig. Salts can be fed in the 
same manner as tho turpentine. Too 
extensive feeding of turpentine or too 
heavy doses may result in inflamma- 
tlon of the intestines.: Be careful 
therefore. Turpentine ordinarily, how- 
ever, is very. effective. 

Santonin Treatment.—Santonin is a 
white powder and is also easily given 
with the feed. One ounce is usually, 
sufficient for about 100 fifty pound pigs. 
This powder should be dissolved in 
warm water, mixed with the slop in 
the same way as the turpentine and 
followed by a physic in the same way. 

Concentrated Lye.—Another very 
eommon remedy is one teaspoonful of 
tye dissolved in water. This is enough 
for three pigs weighing’ fifty pounds 
gach. Pains should be taken to dis- 
solve the lye very carefully and to mix 
it very uniformly with the feed. This 
should be fed for a couple of days in 
succession, and if fed every other 
week for a couple of weeks will givo 
results. 

In all cases where pigs are being 
treated for worms it is best to confine 
them to o small iot well littered with 
straw, so that all excrement of the 
pigs, which may contain eggs of the 
worms, will fall upon the straw, which 
may then be raked up and burned. 

Preventive Treatment.—This consists 
of providing a trough made up in sev- 
eral compartments and placing in them . 
the following ingredients, forming @ 
composite tonic: Bone meal, two bush: 
els; charcoal, three bushels; wood ash- 
es, one bushel; salt, eight pounds; air 
slaked lime, two quarts; copperas, one 
and a half pounds dissolved in warm 
water and mixed in with the other in- 
gredients. This should be kept out of
